A WESTMINSTER FOLONiUS 

There is . '< s.ro^eakness ,» to use on 
Irishism, in society to ape the aristocratic ; 
and strange to say the lower we go in tbe 
sooial scale the more deeply rooted we shall 
find this characteristic. No man has so 
great an abhorrence of eating peas with a 
knifo as a true-brtd flunkey. Every depar- 
ture, indeed, from tbe strict rules of etiquette 
gives him mora exquisite pain than if you 
were drawing his teeth kith n pair of 
pincers. Uo is essentially a critic of man 
and manners, and llko a true critic, is diffi - 
cult to please. If you givo him a glass ol 
Imperial Tokay, ho "will put on a shrewd 
look and dodare it inoro .detestable than the 
most villainous of FalslalT'a uncle. If you show 
him one of Raphaol's masterpieoes.ho will pro 
nounco it a mere daub ; if yon placo before 
him a choico snlection from Don Giovanni 
he will doclaro tho composition execrable ; if 
you go into tho political world and read him 
Gladstone's speech on reform he will declare 
the " fella w " to bo a vulgar demagogue ; no- 
thing in fact you can show him will meet 
his appreciation unless it comes under the 
heraldic seal of Lord Snooks. Then you 
might present him with a glass of Epsom 
salts, and he will eniaclc his lips and declare 
it to be wine of the purest vintage ; he will 
bow down in perfect adoration before the 
picture of Old Mother Hubbard in the child's 
story "book; he will clasp his hands in 
ccstacy over the sublime music of tho hurdy- 
gurdy ; and go into raptures at the elo- 
quence contained in tbo " last dying speech 
nnd confession" of Bill Sykes. The climate 
of Enrope haB beon distinguished for tho 
growth of this remarkable trait in human 
nature; but Vancouver Island nnd British 
Columbia can lay claim to a goodly share ol 
the characteristic. We have no insignificant 
number of this grotesque school even among 
the small pojtvJaEpn of both colonies, but the 
press seems to have got the beat specimens of 
tho breed.

Thero is such a refined abhorrence 
of everything that is popular— such an un- 
concealed detestation of men publicly striving 
to abate poblio wrongs— auch an aristocratic 
desire to call every agitation a demonstration 
, of the vulgar— and such a penchant for styling 
every public man a doraagogne, that it 
difficult to believe any men out of livery to be 
the writers. 

Wo are bad enough with these peculiarities 
J n Victoria, hat it would aeern that I 
growth of Dunkeydom has attained its great 
eat perfection in New Westminster. There! 
tho official atmosphere appears to huve driver 
| out whatever little manlineis tho press pre- 
viously displayed. The Columbian that was 
of wont if anything too plain-spoken, bus 
come down to a simpering echo of the ofii 
cial lisp. If it does not indulge in the caco 
graphy of the languid representative of patri 
cian blood it would seem rather from inabil- 
ity than from want of desire. If it docs not call 
Viotoria a " hawid boa," and its inhabitant 
" vulgaw fellaws," it is certainly not because 
.it objeota to the style, for the " deuced nawaty 
demagogue'' is on its tonguo quite " pat 
At all times and at all seasons it is ready to 
swear by tho " beloved cousin" of Her Ma 
jeity and tho official Government of British 
Columbia. Tho cloud is shaped liko a came 
if Her Majesty's representative or the Colo 
nial Secretary'only says so ; it is backed like 
a weasel, if the hint is only given, and look- 
very like a whale if the official whim or 
caprice will so bavo it. Polonius rcdivivus 
" Coma, my old courtier, dou'l you think ui 
increased duty on articles which are not 
raised in the couutry will decrease the price 
of food?" ,: Certainly my lord ;'• and Po- 
lonius enlightens us on this problem in 
colonial statesmanship. The Columbian says : 
"In looking over our files wo find that at a 
oorrespondiug period hist year flour was 
quotod at 40 cents, while the lowost point it 
reached during the year was 34 conts, nearly 
double the price it is tho present moment. So 
miiob for tho diro effects of the now tariff." 
The price of flour this year has fallen ul

FABTlCUIiABS OF 71 U. MH1V>S 
EXPLORATION FROM WILLIAMS 
VKEEK TO THE HOCKT MOUN- 
TAINS. 



t he teeih the world evor produced. 
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Mr. J. VV. McKay, who has just returned 
from exploring the line of country lying be- 
tween Williams Cieek and Tete Jaune Cache 
for the best route for the Hudson Buy Com. 
panj's new Telegraph line through the 
Rocky Mountains has kindly favored us with 
tho following iuleresting narrative of his pro- 
ceedings. 

Mr. McKuy lett Kamloopi on the (Jth 
April last, and proceeded up the north river 
of the Thompson to the head or its eastern 
tributary, a distance of about 180 miles. This 
tributary flows out from the western end of 
a lake about two allies long. Tho eastern 
ced discharges by a small stream wliicli (lows 
eastward for nbotit six miles and lalls into 
the main branch of tho Canoe River. The 
party, consisting of Mr. McKay, a Scotch 
Canadian named John Niflhol, a half-breed 
Baptiste Saluhonoy, and a Shuswap Indian, 
struck aerops a lar^u valley lying at Ihe base 
of the Rocky Mountains and parallel with 
them. This valley extends from the north- 
ward and westward to tho southward and 
eastward uloiig tho base of the Kocky Moun- 
tains the entire length of British Columbia. 
I'ho main streams and various tributaries of 
the Columbia and Fraser How through it 
Open and (ortilo spots were seen here and 
there, and although na early as May 10th the 
grass was eight inches long, the aspens were 
in leaf, and tho service berry in sunny spots 
was already in blossom. There was no snow 
to be seen In tho vulley, und Indians staled 
that thoro were portions that they wero in 
the hubitol wintering horses in where tbemow 
during the moat inclement winter seasons 
nevor lay deepor than two feel. Grouao and 
rabbits were seen in abundnnce. Tho party, 
wilh three guns, killed iu six hours game 
enough lo provision them for six days. Leav- 
ing the Canoe river they crossed a level pla- 
teau cf a mile and a half covered with a thin 
scattered growth of Douglas pine and puiis 
silvestris, and reached tho Cranborry lake 
which feeds one of the tributatica of the 
Fraser. Following the courso of this tribu*- 
tar" about twelvo milsfl they struck eastward 
about three miles and reached the Fraser at 
Teto Jauno Cache. From this point the 
pirly took a direotion nearly duo west, 
crossed one range ol mountain., through a 
good pass, and icachod a stream known as 
the river of the Shuswaps, which flows into 
the Fraser about eighty miles below Toie 
Jauno Cache. On tho west sido uf tho valley 
ol this stream runs a very high range ot 
mountains. After following up several 
minor streams Ihe explorers liually succeeded 
Id finding two passes. 

The northern pass leads into Boar River 
Valley aud tho southern ono into Swamp 
Kiver Valley, Tho mountains consist mostly 
of micanious slato formations traversed by 
powerful veins of quartz abounding in mo. 
tullio sulphured. Cariboo, bear, and moun- 
tain marmot aro horo seen in ubundatico. 
Mountain goat are also plentiful in certain 
localities. Thia range presents a series ol 
high, triangular snow peaks. Between tho 
peaks aro immenso glaciers. The mountain 
sides aro steep j and avalanches, particularly 
on tho easlorn side, are ftequout and dan- 
gerous. lnstanoes wero observed whero 
loiest trees over two feet in diameter had 
been carried away across the valloy below, 
y, and 100 foot np the mountain sido opposite, 
f| It is thia rango of mountains that osn be 
seen from Bald Mountain, and is probably 
mistaken by miners for the Rooky Moun- 
tain. The woather hern wao most unfavor- 
able. Continual ahowors of rain and snow 



fright and deserted. John Nioh il felt pre- 
monitory symptoms of mountain fever. Pro- 
visions were nearly expended and Mr. Kay 
thereforo dooided upon returning to the 
Fraser and descending by oa/ioe to Fort 
Georgo for fresh supplies. They reached the 
Fraser a few miles bolow Tete Jaune Cache. 
Finding no trees availablo for making ft 
canoe thoy made a rnft, dropped down the 
Fraser about six miles, found a large poplar 
tree, felled it, and Mr. McKay and Baptiste 
made a canoe with two small axes in two 
days, Nichol beini; too ill to work. From 
this spot thoy reached Fort Georgo in Dve 
duys, a distance by water ot about 350 miles. 
John Nbhol died the night before the party 
reached the Fort. The body was taken to 
Fort Georgo and decently buried, the lunera 
sorvioe being read over the corpse. Nichol 
was a good, steady respectable baok woods- 
men supposed to como from the neighbor- 
hood of Windsor, Upper Canada. He had 
suffered from mountain lover aboat two years 
before on Williams' Creek.

INTERCOLONIAL CRICKET MATCH 

The return match between tho New West- 
minster and Victoria Crioket Clubs camo off 
yesterday on the Beacon Hill grounds. Tho 
Westminstorians won tho toss and sout the 
Victoriuns to the wioket, Messrs. Oalliug- 
ham and J. Wilson taking tho bats to tho 
bowling of Messrs. Pooloy und Richardson. 
Both gentlemen, however, spoedily retired 
without oponing tho scoro, Callinght»m being 
bowled by Richardson, nnd Wilson going out 
with a leg belpre wicket. Daniel and Whit- 
takor then went in, but the former almost im- 
mediately yielded his stumps to n splondid 
ball from Richardson. Ilis place was taken 
by Clarke, and soma good steady play eu- 
sued, both gentlemen scoring several 2's and 
singles ; on Clark calling his comrade for a 
sharp tun, however, the latter hung at his 
wickut, and although a run might safely have 
been made owing to loose Holding, the bull 
was at length got in and Clarke retired hav- 
iug sccr'd six. J. Barnett next went in, and 
the scoring went slowly and carefully on, 
several singles being made at both ends. The 
running was very bad, however, aud but that 
the fielding wns extremely loose both players 
would have lost their mumps. At length, 
after adding 12 to the scoro, Whiltaker re- 
tired before a ripper from Pooley, Bacon 
taking bis place; he, however, went out in 
the first run, with log hefore wicket, having 
just saved his " duok-og/." The Victorians 
then sent in Card. Thu bowling at thia point 
was very good, but Barnett made line steady 
pluy, scoring doublea with an occasional sin- 
glo. His companion meanwhile, alter stop- 
ping a few splendid balls, lost hia log stump 
to a shooter from Pooley, and was succeeded 
by Powell, who, however, after marking a 
single, wont out before a rattler Irom Rich- 
ardson. Howard of Eaquimalt next weut in, 
and the gamo went steudily on, Barnett play, 
iug bountifully to very severe bowling, and 
scoring several 2's aud singles. Howard also 
played steadily and well, making several 
neat hits for 2's. At length Barnett suc- 
cumbed to a tremendous shooter Irom Pooley, 
and relired amid -the plaudits or the field, 
having made a score ot 19; consisting of six 
2's and singles. Edwards, the last of the 
eleven, then took tho bat, but at the second 
ball, in stepping back to a long pitched ball 
from Pooley, hit his own wicket und retired, 
thus giving tho Victoria eleven a scoro of 05 
runs. 

Tho Westminster eleven then took the 
wioket, sending in Messrs. Bullock aud 
Twentyman to the bowling of Daniel and 
Howard, Clarke et ilia wioket.

The Attorney General prosecuted, and the 
prisoner was defended by Mr. Ring, instructed 
by Mr. Bishop. 

The overt charge against the prisoner was 
having laid a quantity ol spirits of turpentine 
ou the promises! ol tho prosecutor with an 
intention, an was intimated by threats used 
by him, to injuro tho prosecutor. 

Tho difficulty appears to havo arisen in 
thai ondleBS cause "jealousy." The case oc- 
cupied tho whole of the day. 

After hearing Mr. King lor tlio defence, the 
jury were locked up for nearly two hours, 
when being called into court they stated that 
thero was no chanou ol llioir ugieeing, and 
they wero therefore discharged.

Sir Georgo Grey, 
on the other hand, talks in bis dispatches of 
reducing the number of the Queou'a troops, 
but does not do it, Mr. Cardwull has written 
and published u very sharp dispatch on Ihe 
subjeol, asking for nn explanation of thodif. 
ferenoe* between General Cameron's lan- 
guage aud Sit George Grey's, whilo for all 
that appears they aro acting in perfect con- 
eert. Mr, Cardwull orders peremptorily Ihe 
reduction of tlio English force by five; regi- 
ments, and warns Sir G. Grey that the col- 
onists cannot look for nny holp from homo for 
defending the land thoy are going to con- 
fiscate. Tho friendly Maorics uro doing moro 
for us in a military way thun tho English 
troops, General Mete Kiugi, in Ihe Wan- 
ganui district, gained a viotory over the fun* 
atic rebels on the 21th February., concerning 
which he sent a vory modest despatch to 
the settlement. He took tho fanatic chief 
uod many Maorios prisioners, but (though 
thoy had made up their minds to eat bim if 
they had been successful) chivalrously re- 
leased them all on their taking tho oath of 
allegiance nnd giving op their arras.
